with sincere pleasure, "I'm glad to 
sec from the press that both labor and 
industry approve of my appointment 
us administrator of the wage-hour 
law." 


He looks forward to a period of com- 


parative industrial peace when the law 
gets going. "The history of progres- 
sive legislation shows that where pro- 
gressive laws arc in effect, labor re- 
lations are very much better," he says. 
"It is indicated that in New York state, 
where there are progressive labor law.s 
there were very few sit-down strikes." 


He regards the new wage-hour law 


as "the most important piece of leg- 
islation of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion," and says, "I feel—and I hope 
business will feel—that this is a very 
fine thing economically, because, after 
all, the wages paid to labor constituti 
one of the greatest sources of purchas- 
ing power in the country."

LONDON. — It is a significant coinci- 


dence that while the United States is in 
he midst of controversy over the ques- 
tion of government-sponsored medical 
care, a forceful campaign is being 
waged here for even more socialized 
medicine than Britain has had for the ! 
past 27 years. 
' 


WHiile the American Medical Asso- ' 


ciation is busy fighting proposals for 
an $850,000,000 federal health program,; 
the British Medical Association, repre- 
senting 37,000 qualified 
professional 


men, 
has begun an advertising cam- 


paign to extend the existing system still 
further. 
Very nearly every argument now be'-' 
ing urged against socialized medicine 
in the United States was voiced here 
long ago. Having had opportunity to 
view first-hand the workings of state 
health insurance, British physicians 
generally believe that the system is 
working well. At a court of inquiry 
set up by the Ministry of Health to 
investigate the fees which should go 
to so-called "panel doctors," the In- 
surance Acts Committee of the B. M. 
A. reported: 


"In the committee's view, the Na- 


tional Health Insurance system, pro- 
viding as it does for free choice of 
doctor and patient and eliminating di- 
rect payment t othc doctor at the time 
o fsickness, is the best means of pro- 
viding medical attendance and treat- 
ment for the lower-pair workers of 
the country." 


Dr. L. Haden Guest, traveler, auth- 


or, and member of the House of Com- 
mons, who was once a panel doctor, 
takes issue with any statement that the 
British system has resultcl in cdprc- 
ciation of the quality of medical care. 


"In 1935, with millions of calls upon 


the panel doctors, in oly 157 cases was 
it found necessary to investigate com- 
plaints regarding inadequacy of ser- 
vice, and in only 48 were the com- 
plaints found justified," Guest said. 


B. M. A. Houes For Future 


Now, the B. M. A. is going still fur- 


ther. It wants the law revised .so as 
to extend the benefits of health insur- 
ance to all members of a worker's 
family— instead of only to the worker 
as at present. In a pamphlet distrib- 
uted by thoustands, the B. M. A ex- 
plains basic prinicples of its plan as 
follows: 


1. That the system of medical ser- 


vice should bo directed to the achuvi-- 
mcnt of positive health and the pre- 
vention of disease no less than t < > re- 
lief of sickness. 


2. That there should be provided 


for every individual the services "f a 
general practitioner or a family iluc- 
tor of his own choice. 


3. That consultants and spccin'^:*, 


laboratory services and all neivx ary 
auxiliary services should be ava:l;-h'e 
for the individual patient, mini.. illy 
through the agency of the family iluo 
tor. 


4. That the several parts of the < <"»- 


plete medical service should be i-l'»r- 
ly co-ordinated and developed by 
application

CHICAGO.—(/P)—The nation's mo- 


torists arc beginning to step on their 
brakes in lime to save lives. The Na- 
tional Safety Council reported Thurs- 
day that traffic fatalities for the first 
six months of 1938 were fewer by 22 
per cent than during the same period 
last year. 


By heeding plccas to drive more 


carefully, American motorists saved 
3.B70 lives during the first half of 1938, 
the council said. A steady decline in 
fatalities wa.s registered despite a 2 
per cent increase in traffic during the 
first five months, the council said.

NCE again war steps in to prevent the holding of the 
Olympic Games. The Japanese have announced that the 


games of 1940, scheduled to be held in Tokio, have been 
suspended. 


The situation is similar to that of 101G when the games 


were to have been held in Berlin. With practically all the 
other nations of the world contending' against the Germans on 
hiore important fields, in Flanders, it was of course impossible 
to hold any international sports competition. 


Tokio's suspension of the games is a tacit admission of the 


Sjraveness, to'Japah, o/ the war in China. Suspension comes 
not because contestants are warring against the organizing 
country', but because that country is so engrossed In a war that 
it can not afford to devote attention and energies to objects 
of so little relative importance as the Olympic Games. 
T 


HE games have been over some pretty rough hurdles before. 


Since Pierre de Coubertin of France conceived their re- 


vival in 1.894, their value as a promoter of international un- 
derstanding has sometimes been questionable. 


De Coubertin had only the Ifotiest ideals for the revival 


of the ancient Greek contests which brought together athletes 
from aty the Greek world. "It is necessary," he said, "that 
we should preserve in sport those characteristics of nobility 
and chivalry which have distinguished it in the past, so that it 
may continue to play the same part in the education of the 
peoples of today as it played so admirably in the days of 
ancie,nt Greece." 
In the first place, ever since the first revival, the games 


have been taken too seriously. Sport and seriousness are 
contradictory terms. The more serious an athletic contest 
grows, the less sporting it is. 


The Olympics have always been that way ever since in 


lOOS^ffieTT^enzred partisans o/'Dorando, Italian Marathoner, 
picked tiT>.his nearly-unconscious form at the stadium en- 
trance where he. fell near the finish, and rushed him over the 
line. Sb'ecer njatches"'and winter sports in recent years have 
been mai-red by fights and squabbles, and the whole tone has 
be£n smudged by countries which have practically made an 
international crisis out of who won the hop-skip-and-jump.

The presentation 
of an insurance curd to the panel doc- 
tor entitles the insured to a general 
practitioner's services and free medi- 
cine, but not to any surgical, ohspital, 
or speclialist care.

To qualify for sickness benefits, he 
must have paid 26 weekly insurance 
premiums.

Feeling Out the Ship 


Extensive taxiing testa followed, un-

But even the men who built the ship 


cannot always keep track of all the 
gadgets on her control bridge. One 
clay the ship taxied back to the float 
with a decided list to port. Inspectors 
swarmed over the lowered wing and 
found one of the sea-wing tanks full 
of liquid. At first it was thought that 
the wing had struck a log and sprung 
a leak. 


But examination of the wing re- 


vealed not a scratch. Only then did 
one of the crew turn up with an ex 
planation. "Oh, 1 did that," he said 
"1 was sitting on the flight deck wun 
dcring what that yellow lever was for 
and I gave it a pull." 


Ajid that yank of the lever simpl> 


took 200 gallons of gas out of oiv 
wing tank and dumped it into the 
empty sea-wing tank. 
Which made 


the ship 1200 pounds heavier on one 
side than on the other. 


Fan-American can afford to take it 


time with this testing. For it lias 2 
crews ready to take charge of the nev 
clipper and its three sister ships nov 
under construction. And much of thi 
"survey" ,work to be done late thi; 
summer by the British and Gcniuu 
lines was done by Pan-American 
early as 1931.

may represent real food value as well 
as mere refreshment. 


From the standpoint of food value, 


milkshakes-and their close relative 
the- milk cggriogs — take first place 
among summer drinks.

the diet than any other single food.

intcrleru with the family's interest in 
other important foods. 


Milkshakes 


If the young folks—or their parents 


—go in for making their own milk- 
hakes on hot summer days, a good egg 
beater and bowl, or a shaker, will be 
needed 
besides 
the 
"makings." 
If 


the family has a refrigerator with lib- 
eral supplies of fresh, good quality, 
whole milk, the situation is ideal. Or, 
evaporated or dried milk may be used 
equally well. 


The "makings" should also include 
ome ready prepared syrups, 
plain, 


chocolate- or caramel. Fruit can be 
n.ado by the addition of plain syrup 
to fresh fruit juice .shortly before mix- 
ing time. A prepared syrup sweetens 
ninimei^ drinks more effectively than 
sugar. The blending of the sugar syrup 
is quick and complete. Sugar does not 
dissolve readily in cold liquids and 
tends to sink to the bottom of the 
pitcher or glasses. 


Flavoring and spices, including va- 


nilla and almost all extracts, and nut- 
meg and cinnamon of "toppings" may 
also be helpful. 
A patch of mint 


growing in the back yard may furnish 
garnish as well as flavoring for milk- 
shakes. 


Always add „ bit of salt, as this is 


necessary to make a perfectly flavored 
milkshake—or 
any 
other 
summer 


drink. But flavor is not the only reas- 
on for adding salt. The body loses 
large quantities of salt in perspiration 
during sweltering weather, and this 
loss should be made good. 


Men during hard manual labor al- 


ways realize the need of drinking more 
water to make up for this loss Of 
liquod; but li was not until about two 
years ugo that doctors became aware 
that extra salt should be eaten dur- 
ing hot weather. Some medical re- 
search workers discovered, almost by 
accident, that salt water helped to 
prevent heat prostrations. Now it is 
common practice for men engaged in 
strenuous labor in very hot factories 
to take salt pills with their drink- 
ing water. Laborers so protected suf-

milk. To prepare, add the other 
gredienls to (he heatne cgK. seasonings, 
line! flavorins first, and beat thorough- 
ly after each step. Beaten eggs may 
also be used in lemonade, or other 
fruiUntes for additional nourishment. 


Fruit Juices 


Among summer drinks those made 


of real fruit juices are also universal 
favorites. 
When served in moderate 


amounts at meal times, they con- 
tribute more than a trifling value to 
the family diet. Calories come in a 
pleasing form in the fruit sugars and 
the syrup added 
for sweeting. 
If 


fresh fruits are used, especially fruits 
thore is also some vitamin C. A daily 
supply of this vitamin is needed as it 
cannot be stored ni the body. Fruit 
juices, like the fruits themselves, have 
a slightly lavalive effect. 


But the value of fruit juices with 


dinner is not confined to the contents 
of the glass. For the refreshing drink 
is also an appetizer, and a child is a 
little more likely to find the foods on 
his plate acceptable, because of the 
cooling glass placed before him. 


It is not essential to follow a recipe 


in preparing fruit juices for the fam- 
ily dinner. Use the odds and ends of 
fruit juices your refrigerator may of- 
fer. 
The drainings from last night's 


pineapple salad will make a pleasing 
combini.tion with a juice of a freshly 
squeezed lemon, lime, or orange or 
two. For color crush and strain half 
a cup of berries, or add a tablespoon or 
two of that jelly which refused to 
"jell." If used as an appetizer, the 
drink should be more tart than sweet, 
since sugar dulls rather than stimu- 
lates the appetite. 


Although the use of left-over fruit 


juices is approved 
experimentally, 


never go to the extreme of including 
questionable fruits in the mixture. A 
snigle partly decomposed berry, or a 
badly browned lemon may give an off- 
flavor to the entire dinner drink. 


Drink plenty of cool water on hot. 


days. Water helps the body to get rid 
oi its excess heat, through surface 
evaporation. Although water also aids 
dighustion, very much ice cold liquid 
is harmful, especially at mealtime, for 
all liquids must be warmed to body 
temperature before digestion can pro- 
ceed .
